‘Hunter 


‘Addresses Elks 


At the meeting of the Elks lodge, 
251, last night in the club rooms o; 
the order, Jay Bruce, state lion hun- 
ter, under the fish and game com- 
nrission, delivered an interesting talk 
on his experiences as a killer of big 
game. 

Bruce was employed by the state 
in his present capacity in January 
1, 1919, and has continued to work 
for them up to the present date. 


| Since 1919, Bruce has killed 125 


lions. The result of this, he said, 


was very apparent. The lions are 
done away with in order to protect 
the deer, In the districts where 


lions have been. killed, Bruce says 
that deer are much more plentifully 
than ever befcre. 

“If the lions can be practically 
abolished in the state, it will mean 
that under the present protection 


he said. The question would then 
be to feel them, he explained, and 


-!ander the present Jaws it would be 


easily possible. 

Bruce says at the present time ft 
is estimated that the lions kill 25,- 
000 deer yearly. It is easily seen 
he says. what effect it would have 
on deer hunting when the lions are 
exterminated. 

Dogs especially trained fer the 
hunting of lions, accompany Bruce 
on his hunts. They are usually five 
in number, and are composed of 
four fox-hounds, and one mixed breed 
collie and airdale. These dogs have 
been trained by Bruce, and he has 
developed a real lion-hunting dog. 
which will not track any other kind 
of same. 

The only danger in the hunting ol 
licns, Bruce says, is in the danger 
to the dogs in case the lion is only
